UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, Sept. 26 (AP).—Marines 
by-passed strong Japanese hill po- 


sitions on Peleliu and advanced 
to within a mile of the island's 
northern tip yesterday as the en- 
emy death toll for the Palau cam- 
paign rose to 8288. 

Adm. Chester W. Nimitz an- 
nounced last night that the Amer- 
icans had progressed more than 
a mile along Peleliu’s west coast, 
after slanting past Japanese posi- 
tions in the Umorbrogol hills 
which the marines had failed to 
crack in days of bitter fighting. 

Silence cloaked movements of 
the United States Third Fleet 
whose carrier planes smashed ob- 
jectives in the Philippines last 
week. American confirmation was 
still lacking of Japanese-reported 
attacks on Manila and the Central 
Philippines Friday and Saturday. 

Plane Sinks 3 Warships. 

Southwest Pacific bombers con- 
tinued to patrol] the southern Phil- 
ippines and one. of them con- 
tributed one of the war's out- 
standing feats. A Catalina flying 
boat destroyed a seaplane tender 
and two destroyer escorts in 
Davao gulf with four bombs in 
a single bombing run. The ves- 
sels, caught while refueling with 
one escort on each side of the 
mother ship, exploded so violently 
that the attacking plane was 
tossed 300 feet. 

The crew jubilantly claimed a 
world’s record for tonnage of 
shipping destroyed by a single 
plane in a single run. 

Other southwest Pacific planes 
sank a 10,000-ton Japanese tanker 
and damaged a 3000-ton freighter 
in Dutch Celebes, while airdromes 
on that island and Ceram were 
hit with 122 tons of bombs. 

Adm. Nimitz announced that a 
total of 7313 Japanese were killed 
on Peleliu through Sunday and an 
estimated 975 on Angaur, six miles 
southward, where the Eighty-first 
Army Division continued mopping 
up operations. 

Elements of the Eighty-first 
have reinforced the Peleliu Ma- 
rines, but apparently they have 
not yet seen action in the main 
northwestern battle zone. 

Japs Reported Reinforced. 

The Tokyo raid said Japanese 
reinforcements were landed on 
Peleliu on the night of Sept. 23 
and succeeded in joining the gar- 
rison. 

The Japanese also asserted that 
American losses in the Peleliu at- 
tack had reached 12,400 men by 
Sept. 23 and as a result the 
strength of the assault had de- 
clined. This claim was unsup- 
ported by any American figures 
on losses. 

In contrast to the Japanese 
claim of high American casualties 
on Peleliu, a front dispatch from 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Lief Erickson said United States 
losses had been light and that 
the “rate of casualties in the bit- 
ter battle has been much reduced 
in the last three days.” 

This was borne out by the of- 
ficial announcement that only 293 
Japanese dead have been counted 
during the last ‘iree days, illus- 
trating the stalemate induced by 
stubborn enemy defense from the 
Umorbrogol’s concrete-lined caves. 

Using Human Torpedoes. 

The Japanese were reported 
sending out “human torpedoes” on 
infiltration missions. Col, Herman 
H. Henneken reported that one 
Japanese was killed 10 feet from 
a field gun halftrack. He carried 
a “Molotov cocktail” strapped to 
one leg, a demolition charge tied 
on his back and an armioad of 
hand grenades. 

Reporting on wyesterday’s ad- 
vance, Erickson said tanks spear- 
headed the coastal drive. Against 
light mortar and machine-gun re- 
sistance, the armor reached a large 
enemy radio station 1500 yards 
from the island’s northern end. 

In the meantime, land-based air- 
craft were active. Liberators of 
the Seventh Army Air Force 
bombed harbor facilities and ship- 
ping in Chichi Island, in the Bonin 
group, and raided Marcus Island.

RAINS STOPPED FIRST ARMY 
AS IT PIERCED WEST WALL 


Grounded Air Force and Bogged Down 
Troops When Germans Were Wide 
Open—Precious Opportunity Gone.

WITH THE U. 8. FIRST ARMY, 
Sept. 26.—The high hopes of two 
weeks ago for a speedy advance 
to the Rhine have been dampened, 
and in the minds of less optimistic 
observers, completely washed 
away by the rain which has fal- 
len almost daily since our pene- 
tration of the Siegfried line. 

The rain itself has been impor- 
tant because it has produced mud 
and certainly hasn’t increased the 
do-and-dare dash of our front line 
infantry. It ig still less important 
than the lack of visibility, which 
has made it impossible for our 
air forces to operate. 

A good many theories have been 
produced to explain the present 
stalemate and some of them are 
not too pleasant to hear. One of 
the least pleasant runs tothe effect 
that the First Army was hindered 
by the use of the American air- 
borne divisions on the British 
front instead of here. 

That theory is most definitely 
not supported by responsible au- 
thorities. One gentleman, whose 
judgment is to be respected, 
thought and said two weeks ago, 
that we would break through to 
her Rhine in a matter of days. He 
believes that our failure to do so 
was due, firat and feremost and 
perhaps entirely, to the fact that 
our air forces could not operate 
at the critical moment when we 
punctured the second belt of the 
Siegfried line near Stolberg. Ow- 
ing to the bad weather, the Ger- 
mans were able to move troops 
at will and what they moved onto 
our front was an excellent division. 
The arrival of that division pre- 
vented us from breaking through 
quickly. 

it is obvious that our troops had 


got far ahead of their supplies 
during their dash across Belgium 
and it follows that they were not 
in a position to deal with well 
organized opposition. They got 
across Belgium and through the 
Siegfried line as they did only 
because the German Lighty-fourth 
Corps, which was supposed to de- 
fend the Siegfried line, had been 
wiped out in the Mons pocket. 
Despite their supplies, they could 
have continued to the Rhine if 
they could have maintained their 
momentum. At least that is one 
opinion, 

When the weather let us down 
and the Germans were able to 
throw in good troops against us, 
we lost out. Those precious days 
when the Germans were wide 
open are gone forever. 

As far as our airborne divisions 
are concerned, it is obvious that 
they had nothing to do with our 
getting to the Rhine or not get- 
ting to the Rhine after our break- 
through near Stolberg, in the opin- 
ion of the above-mentioned gen- 
tleman, 

Before the airborne operation in 
Holjand took place, it seemed 
fairly clear that something drastic 
had to be done in that area. If the 
British were ever to invade Ger- 
many from Holland: it was neces- 
sary for them to do so with a se- 
cure jeft flank, In order to secure 
their flank, it was necessary to 
deal with approximately 100,000 
Germans, who remained in Hol- 
land, and that, obviously, was the 
purpose of the airborne operation. 

There may have been other rea- 
sons for cleaning up Holland. Our 
desire to free the two great ports 
of Antwerp and Rotterdam for 
our use certainly influenced Gen. 
Eisenhower and the others who 
planned the operation,

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HITLER'S PALACE.

Traveler Reports Reichs 


Chancellery and Goeb- 
bels’ Home Hit in Sept. 
15 Raid. 


MADRID, Sept. 26 (AP).—Allied 
bombers scored direct hits on the 
Reich’s chancellery, Hitler’s Berlin 


headquarters, on propaganda Min- 
inster Paul Joseph Goebbels’ home, 
the Adlon hotel and the Berlin 
Lokal Anzeiger printing plant in 
a raid Sept. 15, according to a 
traveler from Germany who was 
in Berlin during the attack. 

The traveler, who arrived here 
yesterday, said the chancellery 
was “almost a complete wreck,” 
and that Goebbels’ home nearby 
also was badly damaged. Goebbels, 
he said, emerged uninjured from 
an elaborate bombshelter beneath 
his home. 


3 GERMAN CITIES, 
CALAIS BOMBED 


LONDON, Sept. 26 (AP).—Amer 
ican and British heavy bombers, 
operating in supoprt of land 
troops, attacked Osnabruck, 
Hamm and Bremen in Germany 
and the besieged port of Calais 
today.

the Water Department, the Comp- 
troller’s office announced today 
after a preliminary inquiry into 
charges that Water Department 


funds were “being milked” for the 
benefit of other departments. 

Figures are being prepared by 
the Comptroller’s office to show 
the cost of legal services, supply 
commissioner’s services, book- 
keeping services by the Comptrol- 
ler’s office, the cost of handling 
Water Department funds by the 
City Treasurer and the approxi- 
mate cost of services furnished 
the Water Department by the 
Board of Public Service in utility 
matters. 

Director of Public Utilities 
Thomas J. Skinker said today he 
did not think thé investigation, 
ordered by the Board of Alder- 
men last week, would serve any 
particular purpose. The Board's 
resolution for the investigation 
was amended to include an in- 
quiry into what services the 
Water Department gets from 
other departments. It was re- 
ported that $3,800,000 in Water 
department funds have been di- 
verted to other departments in the 
past 30 years. 

“We are not concerned whether 
funda from the Water Depart- 
ment go for other purposes,” 
Skinker said. “If the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment and 
the Board of Aldermen want 
a separate bookkeeping system 
for the Water Department, all 
well and good. We'll give it to 
them.” 

It has been pointed out that the 
Water Department, operating a 
pumping station at the City Sani- 
arium, furnished the Sanitarium 
with steam heat and light, which 
the Sanitarium does not pay for. 
Cost of operating the pumping 
station last year was $124,000, the 
Comptroller's office said.

| Story of Air Officer. 

The story involving de Cham- 
brun and the Luftwaffe officer 
was told to the police as follows: 

Last May a dinner party was 
given in Capt. Behm’s honor by a 
wealthy Paris industrialist named 
Dassonville and his wife. The air 
officer’s parents had shown some 
hospitality to the Dassonvilles dur- 
ing a visit to Germany before the 
war and they were returning the 
courtesy. Including the host and 
hostess, there were six persons 
present. Count de Chambrun was 
not there. 

When the conversation turned to 
the war, Capt. Behm burst out 
with the declaration that the best 
way to end it would be to drop 
a bomb on Adolf Hitler’s head- 
quarters. The statement fel] lke 
a shell in the room. After a brief 
silence, someone changed the sub- 

ect. A few days later Capt. Behm 
was arrested. 

Among those who learned of the 
young officer’s deadly peril was 
the famous Pastor Damrath, for- 
mer head of the garrison church 
in Potsdam, and, since the Ger- 
man occupation of Paris, in 
‘charge of the American Cathedral 
of the Holy Trinity which the 
'Germans had turned into an army 
| church. 
| Damrath, an anti-Nazi whose 
fearless sermons had led the 
‘Gestapo to seek his remova) and 
‘even his death, was saved by 
powerful Junkers champions like 
Gen. Otto von Stuelpnagel, former 
‘commandant of Paris. Damrath 
is now in an American prison 
camp at Compiegne, The pastor's 
connections had enabled him to 
examine the papers in the case 
and he reported to American 
friends his pain and horror at dis- 
covering that the chief informant 
against Capt. Behm was a citizen 
of the United States. They pro- 
tested that it could not be true. 

Obtained Documents, 

To vindicate his charges, Dam- 
rath obtained from one of the 
judges advocate of the German 
military court which tried and 
sentenced Behm a summary of the 
evidence and the proceedings. A 
purported translation of this docu- 
ment has been shown to the 
writer. The text reads as follows: 

“Hauptmann Behm of the Ger- 
man Air Force was invited to din- 
ner by M. and Mme. Dassonville, 
'No. 9 du Bois de Boulogne. Think- 
ing he was among friends and peo- 
|ple he could trust, he said that a

end to the war. Dassonville met

NEW YORK, Sept. 26 (AP).— 
Robert E. Hannegan, chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, today described the Oklahoma 
City address by Republican pres- 
idential nominee Thomas E.

At the direction of Gov. Moses, 
Kenneth W. Simons, vice chair- 
man of the North Dakota Water 
Conservation Commission and edi- 
tor of the Bismarck Tribune, re- 
cently visited the Tennessee valley 
to study the achievements and op- 
erations of the TVA, A highly 
favorable report made by Simons 
has been made public by Gov. 
Moses. 

In releasing the report for pub- 
lication, Gov. Moses said: 

“I felt it advisable to obtain 
gzome first-hand information on 
the valley authority plan because 
of the possibility—even the prob- 
ability—that such an idea or a 
variation of it may be adopted for 
the development of the Missouri 
valley.” 


Unfavorable to Pick Plan. 

Gov. Moses said the Missouri 
River plan proposed by the Army 
engineers, known as the Pick 
plan, “is distinctly unacceptable 
to the states of the upper Mis- 
souri basin.” 

Without indorsing any of the 
four MVA bills now before Con- 
gress, he described the Murray 
bill as “most acceptable to us, 
since ‘it at least gives irrigation 
its place in the sun.” 

“I have made three trips to 
Washington to represent the inter- 
ests of North Dakota before the 
Congress,” Gov. Moses said, “and 
I feel there is a distinct possibil- 
ity that we may have to come to 
a valley authority plan to break 
the impasse between the Army 
Engineers and the Bureau of Rec- 
lamation which now exists.” 


He described the Simons report 
as challenging in nature and add- 
ed, “I am not sure I am willing 
to go along with it in all respects 
without further investigation.” 

“T feel, however,” Gov. Moses 
said, “that the issue must be faced 
some time and that the people of 
North Dakota are entitled to full 
information on this subject with- 
out further delay.” 


Simons’ Conclusions Given. 


Conclusions announced by Si- 
mons in his report were: 

“TVA has lifted the economic 
gtatus of the people in the Ten- 
nessee Valley. 

“It has improved their health 
and given them hope for a bright- 
er future. 

“It has stimulated industria] de- 
velopment. 

‘“It has transformed one of the 
most backward areas in America 
into a region which promises to 
become one of the most progres- 
sive. 

“It is a help—not a handicap— 
to private business. ' 

“It has stimulated private initia- 
tive. 

“It gives the taxpayer more for 
his money. 

“It makes payments to city, 
county and municipal governments 
in lieu of taxes. These are big 
enough to replace revenues from 
property taken off the tax rolls. 

“It has the overwhelming sup- 
port of the people in the region. 

“It is politically popular with 
adherents of both major parties. 

“It represents a principle of gov- 
@rnment which, with necessary 
modifications to meet changed 
times and geographical conditions, 


could profitably be applied to the 
Missouri River basin. 

“It has not been and is not ‘dic- 
tatorial’ in its dealings with the 
people of the Tennessee valley. 

“It has fewer of the objection- 
able features of ‘bureaucracy’ than 
is true of Federal agencies and 
departments centered in Washing- 
ton.

Aid to Farm Conditions. 


Simons commented favorably on 
the work that has been done by 
TVA to assist in improvement of 
farm conditions in the area, to 
build up the soil and save it from 
being washed down into. the 
streams, to reduce production cost, 
and otherwise to add to the pros- 
perity of the region. He conipared 
the low electricity rates—one of 
TVA's most notable achievements 
—with rates at Bismarck, the 
North Dakota capital, finding that 
for 100 kilowatt hours the cost is 
$2.50 in the TVA area and $4.65 
at Bismarck. 


Accompanying the report was a 
tabulation of the views of 21 news- 
paper editors in the Tennessee 
valley on questions put to them 
by Simons. One question was, “In 
your judgment, would the people 
of the valley support the TVA now 
if they were to vote on the sub- 
ject?” The reply of all 21 was yes. 
The editors were almost unani- 
mous in pronouncing TVA a suc- 
cess and as having benefited all 
classes of citizens.

I shall never make a speech to 
one group of American people in- 
citing them to hatred and distrust 
of any other group. In other na- 
tions the product of such discord 
has been Communism or Fascism. 
We must never reap that harvest 
in America. 

The winning of this war and the 
achievement of a people’s peace 
are too sacred to be cast off with 
frivolous language. I believe that 
Americans whose loved ones are 
dying on the battlefronts of the 
world—men and women who re 
praying daily for the return of 
their boys—want the issues which 
vitally affect our future discussed 
with the utmost earnestness. This 
I shall continue to do with full 
consciousness of the solemn ob- 
ligation placed upon me by my 
nomination for President of the 
United States. 

My opponent, however, has 
chosen to wage his campaign on 
the record of the past and has in- 
dulged in charges of fraud and 
falsehood. I am compelled, there- 
fore, to divert, this evening, long 
enough to keep’ the_ record 
straight. He has made the 
charges.

Repeats Charge of 
Slow Demobilization. 


My opponent describes as a 
“fantastic charge” the statement 
that his administration plans to 
keep men in the army when the 
war is over because it fears there 
will be no jobs for them in civil 
life.

It does not say whether they 
are to be retained in service a 
month or years after victory. That 
will be up to the next administra- 
tion.

Its Cradle-to-Grave Security 


Scheme in House of Commons 


Answer in Part to Beveridge Proposal, It 
Provides Jobless and Sickness Insurance, 
Health Service, Retirement and Other 
Benefits—Contributions Compulsory. 


LONDON, Sept. 26 (AP). 
HE British Government presented to the House of Commong 

T cass a broad social security plan designed to eliminate extreme 
poverty and greatly improve the welfare of most of Britain's 


47 million people. 
The program forms an answer, at least in part, to the widely 


discussed Beveridge plan of a year ago. Prolonged debate appears 


likely. 

The Government plan covers hu- 
man needs from the cradle to the 
grave, It provides for unemploy- 
ment and sickness insurance, 
health service, widows’ pensions. 
retirement pensions, family aliow- 
ances, orphan allowance, mother- 
hood and death grants. 


Estimate of Cost. 

Compulsory weekly contribu- 
tions from all persons able to pay 
would finance the program, ex- 
pected to cost $2,600,000,000 in the 
first year, compared with the 
Beveridge plan's $2,788,000,000, 
rise to $2,924,000,000 in 10 years, 
and ultimately to $3,224,999,000 in 
1975. The Government said it 
hoped to make tno program effec- 
tive in 1945. 

In the first year the compulsory 
contributions would amount to less 
than half the cost of the scheme, 
the national treasury making up 
the difference. 

The plan is in the form of a 
white paper. The Government as- 
serts at the outset that its first 
duty is to protect the country from 
external aggression and says the 
next aim of the national policy 
must be to secure “prosperity and 
happiness for its citizens.” 

It is generally expected that 
proponents will contend the plan 
is the greatest social security 
charter ever introduced by any 
government in any country, and 
argue that it is better than the 
Beveridge proposal.

Wild Swings by Dewey 

We do not think Mr. Dewey’s gifts or personal- 
ity suit him for the more rugged types of politi- 
cal warfare. After the old maestro opened his 
campaign Saturday night with a classical assort- 
ment of right and left jabs and deadly uppercuts, 
the challenger entered the ring at Oklahoma City 
last night, swung wildly and, for the most part, 
missed. 

In the first place, Mr. Dewey should quit using 
the slick tactics of a jury lawyer when he under- 
takes to quote an opponent. He quoted Mr. Roose- 
velt as saying in his acceptance speech: “I shall 
not campaign, in the usual sense. ... In these 
days of tragic sorrow, I do not consider it fit- 
ting. ” What Mr. Dewey left out was this 
sentence: “I shall, however, feel free to report to 
the people the facts about matters of concern to 
them, and especially to correct any misrepresen- 
tations.” And that’s exactly what Mr. Roose- 
velt did.

Mr. Dewey ought 
to have someone edit his speeches so that they 


hang together. ° 


Once again the Governor brought up the state- 
ment of Gen. Hershey that “we can keep people 
in the Army about as cheaply as we could create 
an agency for them when they are out.” Hasn't 
anyone told the candidate that Gen, Hershey's 
job is to put people into the Army, not to take 
them out; hasn’t he been told that Gen. Hershey 
does not make policy for the administration or 
the Army on matters of demobilization; hasn’t 
anyone even told Mr. Dewey that Gen. Hershey is 
a fellow-Republican of his? Hasn’t Mr. Dewey 
read the Army mobilization plan, which specifi- 
cally says: “No soldier will be kept in the mill- 
tary service who is not needed to fulfill these 
(military) requirements’’? 

Far more important, however, Mr. Dewey again 
brought up the question of “speedy discharges” 
from the Army, giving the impression that, if he 
is elected, the boys will come home sooner. Now, 
this is the most dangerous and demagogic kind 
of appeal. It arouses false hopes in the heart of 
parents and loved ones, and it arouses false hopes 
in the hearts of the service men themselves. 

There is a big job to be finished in Europe and 
a whale of a job to be done in the Pacific. And, 
after the war is over, a policing job is necessary 
all over the world if we are to consolidate the 
victory. In particular, there is a job of fumiga- 
tion to be done in Germany and Japan. It will 
take a lot of men a long time to do these jobs. 

When Mr. Dewey prattles about “speedy dis- 
charges”—ignoring the Army’s well-considered 
plan prepared after the service men themselves 
were consulted—he is toying with dynamite. 

The Governor seems to be suffering from a 
paucity of ideas in this campaign, because last 
night he repeated his effort to hang the Hoove. 
depression on the President. We do not know 
what Mr. Dewey would have done to cure the 
depression if he had been elected in 1932. 

We do know that the President carried through 
a long list of measures for recovery and reform— 
measures which Mr. Dewey has already embraced 
in this campaign as permanent ones. If there 
were some magic cure for the economic agony of 
1929 to 1939, Mr. Dewey should have come for 
ward long before this to advise the President and 
the country what it was. 

Mr. Dewey is borrowing trouble for himself 
when he brings up the question of our unpre- 
paredness for war to the time of Pearl Harbor, 
because the President can point to a whole list of 
his proposals for increasing the Army and Navy, 
to say nothing of the first conscription law ever 
passed in this country in peacetime, 

The President can also point to the fact that 
our failure to have a huge military establishment, 
on the German or Russian model, is not the fault 
of either Democrats or Republicans, The coun- 
try’s traditions simply did not permit it. And 
it comes with poor grace from a man who ridi- 
culed the Roosevelt plan for 50,000 planes a year 
to rise now to criticise the nation’s unprepared- 
ness. 

When the Governor points to the “motley crew” 
that is supporting Roosevelt’s re-election, he is 
inviting attention to another “motley crew” that 
is supporting his own candidacy. There are always 
“motley crews” in American politics, who attach 
themselves to presidential candidates. Sidney 
Hillman is supporting the President, but John L. 
Lewis is supporting Dewey. And while the city 
machines do not smell sweet, neither does the 
plunderbund of the Old Guard that is lined up 
behind Dewey. 

The question of indispensability was once more 
a major theme of the Governor’s address last 
night. Of course, no man is indispensable, but 
the choice in this election is not between Mr. 
Roosevelt and nobody, but between Mr. Roose- 
velt and Mr. Dewey. It is a free choice and it 
will be freely made. 

On the whole, we think Mr. Dewey added no 
cubit to his stature in his Oklahoma speech. 
It is one thing to harangue a jury; it is another 
to convince the American people. 
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What China is suffering,from is too little and 
too long. 


Poland’s Evil Genius 

The Polish-Russian feud is a deadly peril to 
Allied unity today, and to the peace of Eastern 
Europe in years to come. The center of the sorry 
dispute—the. evil genius who already has sacri- 
ficed some 250,000 of his followers to his blind 
anti-Russian obsession—is Gen, Kasimierz Sosn- 
kowski, Commander in Chief of the Polish forces. 

The analysis of this affair by Carroll Binder, 
published yesterday, shows the extremes to which 
Sosnkowski’s hatred of Russia is driving him, 
and the menace he is creating for his country’s 
postwar security. The premature revolt of the 
Warsaw underground has been variously ap- 
praised, but Mr. Binder’s conclusions, from the 
available evidence, is that it was ordered by 
Sosnkowski for purely selfish purposes: to break 
up Prime Minister Mikolajczyk’s negotiations 
with Stalin, then in progress; to embarrass Rus- 


sian relations with the other Allies, and to gain 
political advantage for his own faction, the Exile 
Government in London, 

The underground fighters failed, and the Rus- 
sians were still too far from Warsaw to save them 
from Nazi vengeance. The liberation of War- 
saw thus was delayed, and the most devoted 
Sosnkowski followers still remaining in Poland 
were slaughtered. 

All this, on top of the General’s earlier ma- 
chinations, is enough to cause the Cabinet-in- 
Exile to demand Sosnkowski’s ouster. President 
Rackzkiewcz still is delaying his decision on re- 
moving this dangerous disturber. If Poland and 
Russia are to reach any sort of agreement, and 
are to have any chance of living at peace after 
the war, the first necessity is clearly the re- 
moval of Gen. Sosnkowski. 
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A Job for Mr. Nelson 


Donald M. Nelson's return from China comes 
at the same time of the opening of the Ledo 
Road, a new lifeline from Eastern India into the 
Chinese Province of Yunan. We greatly hope that 
real help for China will follow the report of the 
chairman of the War Production Board to the 
President. 

The investigation of industrial capacity and 
utilization in China, with a view to its increase 
for war and then peace needs, is admirably adapt- 
ed to Donald Nelson’s talents, which are varied 
and substantial. Few of the top figures in the 
war hierarchy in Washington have had a clearer 
understanding, from the 1940 total defense days, 
of the necessity and complexity of the conver- 
sion of our economy. This he implemented 
through skill in interpreting the fast-developing 
situation to the affected groups and interests, 
and an equal ability to persuade men of good 
will to collaborate in a common purpose. 

In so far ag such talents could have effect, he 
succeeded as the top man of WPB. But there were 
other factors—the competitive drive for power, 
prestige and status, between both agencies and 
personalities—and Mr. Nelson could not compete 
in ruthlessness with these foes and forces. He 
had every: quality needed for the over-all job 
but that of Stalinesque decision and enforcement. 
Had he been a less reasonable man, his troubles 
would perhaps have been overcome. 

The qualities in which he excels would be of 
particular use in rehabilitating the industries of 
China, essentially a job of liaison requiring un- 
derstanding and persuasion. W. Averell Harri- 
man, in his service as United States representa- 
tive in Britain for lend-lease, showed the high 
merit of such a service—properly rewarded by 
his promotion to become Ambassador at Moscow. 
We hope the Nelson visit to China was a real 
prelude to such a service on his part. His values 
are too great to be thrown into the discard. 

China’s woes are many, her deserts great. She 
presents the greatest logistical headache of a war 
which teems with them, Her losses and sacrifices 
have been stupendous, and to the extent that our 
ingenuity and will permit, we must give her the 
substance, not the surface, of real assistance. 

The United States has rubbed Aladdin’s Lamp 
to get through Iran to the Soviet. We must sum- 
mon the slaves of the lamp for the new Ledo 
Road. China must be redeemed. 

Hope deferred maketh the heart sick. Now is 
the time to begin, and Don Nelson might well be 
the man, 
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A Slip by Everybody’s 

Everybody’s Weekly of London devotes a two- 
page spread in its Sept, 2 issue to the TVA, with 
pictures and text that tell the British public a 
great deal about the American project.

In the first act of the quadrennial passion- 
to-tatters play, Republicans excoriated Democrats 
for Sidney Hillman and the CIO, and Democrats 
came right back against Republicans for John L. 
Lewis and the UMW, leaving the issue in doubt 
as the curtain came down.

ment of small business and the growth and 
expansion of new businesses, development 
and widespread use of fertilizers and im- 
proved agricultural methods, better edu- 
cation and recreational facilities, and many 
kindred improvements which make for in-

ness.” 

The task was too huge for private cap- 
ital to undertake; or if private capital had

There is abundant evidence in big as well 
as little businesses in the Tennessee Valley 
today that private initiative has been en- 
couraged, not stamped out.

Leeway for the States 


But unified development, with the Fed- 
eral Government doing what only the Fed- 
eral Government can do, and with abun- 
dant opportunities left for states, local com- 
munities and private individuals, has proved 
its worth. 

We may hope that studies made long ago 
by the National Resources Committee and 
other agencies may be pursued further, 
that emphasis may be laid on practical en- 
gineering and economic problems, and that 
the plan may be kept out of politics by en- 
listing non-partisan support. 
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“Why Not?” Says Joseph Stalin 


From Time, 


At 65, the crinkle-eyed pipe-smoker in 
the Kremlin appeared fit and trim as a 
new Stormovik. Tadeusz Romer, former 
Polish Ambassador to Moscow, found 
Stalin looking “years younger.” Behind 
the tobacco haze the old revolutionist could 
well shrug his shoulders, and utter his char- 
acteristic rejoinder: “Pochemu niet?—Why 
not?” 

For never before in history had Russia 
been such a potent force in the affairs of 
the world. Russian armies and Russian 
foreign policy were something to be reck- 
oned with, from the Baltic to the Dar- 
danelles, In Asia, if Russia so much as 
stirred, there were repercussions from 
Tokyo to Teheran. And why not? 

Soon there would be peace with Finland. 
Finland would remain independent. For 
Finland, stripped of a strategic Petsamo 
and Hango, would be harmless, lying like 
a baby between the paws of a bear. Why 
not? 

Soon there would be a new, independent 
Poland—a parliamentary democracy. The 
hard fact of the Polish question was that 
the Kremlin would now dominate Poland. 
The London Government in Exile would 
have to agree, or it would be cast on the 
garbage heap of history. And why not? 


Perhaps there would be another of those 
parliamentary democracies in Germany. 
Communists would be very strong in it, 
too, for only Russia had a realistic policy 
toward defeated Germany. The hard fact 
about the German question was that who- 
ever dominated Germany, dominated 
Europe. And why not? 

And presently there would be friendly 


governments in Bulgaria, Romania, Yugo- 
slavia, perhaps even in Greece, Why not? 

What children most of the critics of 
Russia's policies were! As if Russia needed 
to set up Communist governments all over 
Europe, Stupid! 

First of all, Russia needed peace—to bind 
up its wounds, to organize its resources 
into an impregnable, unconquerable social- 
ist state. First of all, Russia needed free- 
dom from the fear of invasion, a cordon 
sanitaire, in reverse, on its western fron- 
tiers. Henceforth, from the Arctic Ocean 
to the Adriatic Sea, there must be a chain 
of governments friendly to Russia. Why 
not? 

In 10, in 20 years—the powerful, pros- 
perous U. 8. S. R. might convert the whole 
world by its example. That was cheaper 
than revolution or conquest. 

Well might Joseph Stalin puff his pipe, 
shrug his shoulders and say: Why not?

“Escape the Thuonder,”’ by Lonnie Coleman.

Shakespeare once wrote that “some in- 

nocents ‘scape not the thunderbolt.” It is 

a far cry, in point of time at least, from 

Shakespeare to a writing man named Lon- 

nie Coleman, and there's a® difference be 

tween Shakespeare's innocents and Cole 
man’s innocents, but it is quite allowable 
for Coleman to use Shakespeare's line as 
the title of his all-Negro story out of Bir- 
mingham, Ala. Innocence, after all, is in- 
nocence, and Luther Walker was innocent, 
though he didn’t know it, and served un- 

complainingly the sentence that was im- 

posed upon him, 

Pecola, comely wench, wasn't exactly in- 
nocent, according to accepted standards. 
She was Josh Johnson’s woman without 
benefit of clergy, but as old Miss Lula put 
it: “A woman kin be a good woman an’ do 
a heap o’ things she ain’t proud of.” Peco- 
la was that kind of woman. 

By the time Luthef came out of prison, 
unashamed because he had paid a debt 
that he thought he owed, Josh was getting 
tired of Pecola, for she wasn't as pretty as 
she used to be, so he threw her out. Luther 
and old Miss Lula took her in. 

It didn’t matter to Luther that Pecola 
had what might have been called a past. 
So they were married. There was bound to 
be trouble, for Josh was a bad man and 
the boss of Gay street and it didn’t set well 
with him for another man to take over his 
property, even though he had cast it off. 
The situation was further complicated by 
the fact that it was Josh's testimony that

In such a situation, something was bound 
to happen sooner or later. The inevitabil- 
ity of it and the dread of it hung heavy 
over Gay street. Lonnie Coleman imparts 
a fine feeling of suspense as he tells about 
it. It does not matter that the three fig- 
ures moving toward tragedy are low-born 
and low-lived. They are puppets, but they 
epitomize universal human passions. 

Something happens, but it is not accord- 
ing to the accepted pattern in such a sit- 
uation. There is a surprise climax which 
goes to show, as old Miss Lula said, that 
“a woman kin be a good woman an’ do a 
heap o’ things that she ain’t proud of.” 

Something that can be said in Lonnie 
Coleman's favor is that there is no mis 
cegenation in “Escape the Thunder.” And 
no gratuitous obscenity. 

Coleman, now a Lieutenant in the Navy, 
attracted attention in 1942 by winning a 
short-story contest. This is his first novel. 
He was born in Bartow, Ga., and graduated 
from the University of Alabama. He is 24 
years old.

No Promise for Unity 


T 


HE reports coming from Quebec regarding Allied plans for a 
defeated Germany are alarming. For if they are correct, we are 
embarking upon a policy which is not only certain to confound 


the chaos bound to follow German defeat, but which will also bring 
rifts among the three major Allies: Britain, the United States and 


the Soviet Union. 

According to the reports, Ger- 
many, for occupation purposes, is 
to be divided into three zones. 
Everything east of the Lubeck- 


Elbe line, with Berlin, still doubt- 
ful, will be occupied by the Soviets. 
West of the Elbe, Northern Ger- 
many,. including the seaports of 
Bremen and Hamburg, will be un- 
der British occupation. Southern 
Germany will be occupied and ad- 
ministered by Americans. 

There is the possibility that the 
French may participate in oecu- 
pying the Rhineland. Austria is, 
apparently, to be jointly occupied 
by the three major Allies. 


War of Three Powers. 


If this were merely an arrange- 
ment for the military distribution 
of forces, it might be reasonable. 
But each of these territories is to 
be put under a high commissioner, 
responsible exclusively to his own 
Government. What is -involved is 
not merely occupation for strictly 
military purposes, such as disarm- 
ament and maintaining order for 
fulfilling an armistice. These three 
commissioners, responsible to three 
different governments, are to gov- 
ern. Germany in every respect. 
This means that Germany is not 
to become a ward of the United 
Nations, but a ward of three sep- 
arate powers. 

Now, if this will lead to any 
good end, it will be a miracle. 

I am tired of reading that we 
cannot tell what is going on in 
Germany, nor imagine what will 
happen there, given this or that 
Allied procedure. Statesmanship 
fis not rule of thumb; it is fore- 
sight and logic. 


More and More Acute. 


If these three high commission- 
ers are to be responsible only to 
their own governments, there 
must be a reason for it. It is 
obvious that it would be better to 


regulations forbidding or allowing 
something that is not allowed or 
forbidden in the other section. 

As it will be impossib'e to pre- 
vent any sort of intercourse be- 
tween the three “Germanies,” this 
program will result in the organi- 
zation—as an inevitable develop- 
ment of Allied policy—of a ‘Ger- 
man underground. Its purpose 
will be to join up with that one 
of the Allies that gives Germany 
the best deal. Its propaganda will 
be to play one ally against the 
other, one program against the 
other, and even one high commis- 
sioner against the other. It will 
not be possible to keep these dif- 
ferences silent before the world, 
and bit by bit the peoples in all 
nations will be taking sides. 

Reports from Quebec state that 
we—and possibly also the British 
— intend to encourage separatist 
movements in the provinces that 
We occupy. Decentralization and 
federalism are one thing, and 
separatism, the process of disin- 
tegrating Germany into several 
sovereign states, is another. De- 
centralization, or federalism, pre- 
supposes a basic common national 
policy; separatism requires an- 
tagonisms between the _ various 
German successor states. 


Then What Happens? 


\ 

If, therefore, we foster separa- 
tion we will also be encouraging 
the antagonism of one part of 
Germany, under our rule, to other 
parts under Russian or British 
rule. In other words, we will fos- 
ter antagonism among the Big 
Three, right in the middle of 
Europe, where all three armies 
will be cheek-by-jowl. 

But suppose one of the Big Three 
does not foster separatism, but 
lifts the banner of German unity 
under, to be sure, a radically dif- 
ferent social, economic and politi- 
cal system. Then what will hap- 
pen? 

What will happen is that the 


country that does that will own 


govern Germany by a commonly 
agreed upon policy. But it seems 
that even the British and Ameri- 
eans cannot wholly agree. Pro- 
posals that were in the air for 
some months past, that the Brit- 
ish and Americans should govern 
together, have also apparently 
been scrapped. 

Now, if we cannot agree in ad- 
vance, the -disagreements§ are 
bound, in the nature of things, to 
become more and more acute 
when the occupation begins. For 
there will be three separate Ger- 
manies, each governed by a differ- 
ent foreign power, and each with 


Germany body and soul. For al- 
though we are constantly told that 
we know nothing of the forces in 
Germany, I would like to be “in- 
cluded out” of that company. 
There are no popular and demo- 
cratic forces in Germany, nor 
have there been for over a hun- 
dred years, working for the disin- 
tegration of the Reich. And there 
is only one excuse for our general 
incompetence in handling German 
affairs—a lack of study. It is not 
a mystery country. 

A declaration of incompetence 
cannot be the last word.

In reality, of course, he 
has not walked since his illness 23 
years ago. 

For public occasions, until re- 
cently, he put on steel and leather 
braces which made it possible for 
him to support his weight, with 
assistance, on his hips. Wearing 
those braces was always some- 
thing of an ordeal. Sometimes 
there were mishaps, as on the oc- 
casion of his speech in Phila- 
delphia in 1936 when he fell flat 
on his face, out of sight of the 
audience, just before he was to go 
on the air. 

The decision, apparently, is not 
to wear the braces again, which 
means that the President will not 
again balance himself on those 
steel contraptions for 45 minu:es, 
or an hour, to make a_ée speech. 
Having worn them scarcely at all 
for two years, he finds it more un- 
comfortable than ever to have 
them on. The effect would seem 
to be like that of putting on a pair 
of tight shoes when you’ve gune 
barefoot all summer.

At the age of 62, the President 
refuses to put up with this disccm- 
fort for form’s sake any longer. 
His associates say that one rea- 
son for the failure of the Bremer- 
ton Navy Yard speecn was be- 
cause he felt so ill at ease stand- 
ing to deliver it. 

His associates who see him from 
day to day believe his health is as 
good as that of any man his age. 
To those of us who sat close to 
him Saturday, ne seemed to be 
very much his old campaign self, 
full of the joy of battle Occasion- 
ally he ad libbed to strengthen 
the force of what he was saying. 
And, as his custom has always 
been, he made it sound in the 
reading even more informal and 
easy than the text itself. 

Having discovered he could turn 
it on again, the President will re- 
vert in the next six weeks to the 
campaign role on other occasions.

One of the hits off 
him was by Skeeter Newsome in 
the third, a half-topped ball which 
trickled down the third base line 
and wouldn't ro: foul as Murk 
Christman and Potter waited and 
hoped that it would. 

Potter pitched to only 30 bat- 
ters, reviring Boston in order in 
seven of the nine frames. The 
third Red Sox runner was New- 
some, who reached third in the 
eighth inning, when George Mc-

Joe Cronin then batted for Clem 
Dreisewerd and forced Newsome. 

Collaborating with Potter, the 
Browns totaled eight safeties off 
Dreisewerd and Red Barrett, Chet 
Laabs leading the attack with a 
home run, his third of the season, 
and a single. 

Home Town Boy Makes Good. 

Babe Martin, former McKinley 
High School boy, just recalled by 
the Browns from Toledo, hit a 
double and a single in his major 
league debut, and the single 
drove in one of the Browns’ run.

Curious that the emblem of a 


monarch should survive t. ‘ndi- 
cate the size of a sheet of paner— 
that’s “foolscap”! Charles I of 
England was always in need of 
money; to get more, he made pat- 
ronage of the privilege to manu- 
facture paper. And the royal coat 
of arms as watermark served as 
evidence that the paper was made 
by permit of the Crown. 


This system persisted until the 
advent of Cromwell, when Parlia- 
ment decreed that the old royal 
heraldry be replaced by a fool’s 
cap and bells. The Rump Pariia- 
ment subsequently repealed the 
decree but the name “foolscap” 
for governmental record paper, or 
paper of that type, remained. It is 
applied now to legal sheets, the 
cap and bells, of course, having 
long since been supplanted by 


prosaic watermarks.

His mother didn’t know 
how it started, but we know that every emotional] reaction has 
a beginning in some specific situation. Maybe the maid startled 
him by turning on the motor unexpectedly while he was already 
under the tension of knowing his mamma was away from the 
house. Anyway, Jimmie has developed a specific emotional habit 
with reference to the noise of the vacuum sweeper. Like a golf- 
er's slicing the ball, this is a bad habit, so we must try to uproot 
it and substitute a more wholesome habit in its place,

THIS PROCESS is called “re-conditioning” of the child to 
the sound of the vacuum sweeper, We must get Jimmie to as- 
sociate pleasure and fun with that noise, instead of his present 
fear and panic.

Draft Report 
Gives Figures 


On Unfitness

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE report of the medical draft 
T boards brought down to date 
shows that roughly one out of 
every five young American men is 
unfit for military service—a total 
of a little over 4,000,000 men, aged 
18 to 37. So stated the report looks 
worse than it actually is. Many of 
the defects—for instance eye de- 
fects—while unacceptable in sol- 
diers, can be remedied in most 
cases sufficiently to allow a man 
to work in civil life or industry 
and do not really impair his 
health. Taking every group of this 
general kind—hernia, teeth, over- 
weight and underweight. feet, etc. 
—the number of draftees rejected 
for such reasons was nearly one- 
fourth of the whole—750,000, 
There is another group of 300,- 
000 put down as “Musculo-skeletal 
defects” the figures for which I 
have not seen broken down. I pre- 
sume it would include cases of 
residual paralysis from old polio- 
myelitis, stiff joints from old frac- 
tures, arthritis, amputations, 
healed osteomyelitis, torticollis, 
etc.—about which group in the 
majority of instances the same 
thing can be said—the defects do 
not prevent efficient work in civil 
life, nor seriously impair future 
health, 
= = 


STILL ANOTHER group of 
nearly half a million includes con- 
ditions that are preventible—tu- 
berculosis (107,000), syphilis (286,- 
000), gonorrhoea (18,000) and other 
infections and parasitic diseases 
(4000). These would be prevented 
in a civilized country where the 
intensive cultivation of the health 
of the entire population was the 
obligation and trust of the med- 
ical profession. 

There remains one large group 
about which the possibilities are 
more spectulative. These are the 
diseases of the circulation, the 
heart and blood vessels which 
made up 261,600 of the rejected. 

In the age group examined, 18 
to 37, it can be assumed that most 
of these cardio-vascular defects 
are due to rheumatic heart dis- 
ease. 4 

The rheumatic group by its 
numerical preponderanee engages 
our attention, and the question 
arises how preventible is this se- 
rious and crippling menace to 
youth. For it is that. To rheu- 
matic heart disease cannot be ap- 
plied what was said of other de- 
fects that it does not constitute 
a thfeat to health. Many of these 
patients can work during their 
early years, but in all of them 
after the age of 30, and certainly 
40, serious and more or less per- 
manent impairment of health is 
the rule, 

* * 


THE DISEASE is unquestionably 
caused by a germ, but we do not 
know the germ, so we can provide 
no bacteriologic immunity. It be- 
gins as acute rheumatic fever af- 
fecting the serious membranes of 
the joints and also having an af- 
finity for the serious membranes 
of the lining of the heart, It is 
the great cause of valvular heart 
disease. 

If we prevent the rheumatic 
fever we prevent the heart disease. 

This acute rheumatism which 
particularly afflicts children has 
by long tradition occurred in com- 
pany with dampness and cold, 
There are nearly three times as 
Many cases in northern and sea- 
board states as in southern and in- 
land states. But poverty has some- 
thing to do with the causation 
also. Dr. Don Carlos Peete, of my 
own university, has presented 
studies to show that lack of sun- 
shine and poor diet are the most 
important predisposing factors in 
bringing on rheumatic fever. “Pov- 
erty and not dampness,” he avers, 
“is the predisposing factor.” It oc- 
curs in large families of the low 
income group with an average of 
7.5 members per family; these 
families have to spread the milk, 
butter, eggs, meat and fresh vege- 
tables too thin,

N the fina] analysis of dollars 
| and cents, the war has worked 

fewer hardships on the movie 
business than other industries 
(see box office figures at your lo- 
cal theater) but it has effected 
some radical changes bound to be 
popular with postwar audiences. 

For one thing, and fans have a 
right to cheer loudly about this, 
it has doomed the old system of 
personal appearances. Remember 
when your favorite star came to 
town—probably at $5000 for the 
week's “flesh” engagement — 
stepped out on the stage, uttered 
a few press agent-written words 
and in a flash had retreated back 
to the wings. 

The speech usually ran some- 
thing like this: 

“Hello, folks, hello. Well, well, 
well—it certainly is great being 
here with you tonight. And in my 
favorite city, too, How I: wish I 
could walk right through the aisles 
of this beautiful theater and meet 
each one of you personally. Well, 
all I can say is that I hope you 
get as much fun out of seeing my 
picture tonight as I did out of 
making it.”

Those who can 
entertain legitimately will get the 
personal appearance assignment 
and all the gravy that goes with 


it. 
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course. In steaming jungles, in 

the frigid Aleutians, on the sands 
of North Africa and on every war 
front, G. I. Joe and G. I. Janie 
have come face to face with film 
stars. And they’ve had to supply 
real entertainment—no botched-up 
mumblings whittled out before 
they left home. These stars haven't 
risked their lives in battle zones 
to sell their current. picture. 
They’ve gone out to bring a touch 
of home and what it stands for to 
the boys at the front, 

Come the end of the war, Joe 
and Janie will expect a lot more 
than idle words from the film 
stars who appear personally in 
their home-town theaters. They'll 
expect the kind of entertainment 
they got within shouting distances 
of the battle line. And they'll 
demand and get it, too. 

The Hollywood Victory Commit- 
tee, born of wartime emergency, 
can take full credit for making 
first-class vaudeville performers 
out of a lot of tongue-tied wall- 
flowers who got by solely on the 
strength of their celluloid person- 
alities. This committee saw to it 
that not one star or troupe went 
out without first having prepared

NEW YORK, Monday. 


HILE on the subject of rumor 
W ana gossip, I would like to 

mention one persistent rumor 
which has come to me in many 
diferent forms ever since early 
last summer. It has absolutely no 
foundation in fact. 


The first I heard of it was when 
I received several letterg saying 
that certain Marines were writing 
home from the Pacific that they 
had heard that I advocated six 
months’ quarantine for them after 
the war, because they would not 
be fit to associate with the 
“workers” at home, 


In a later version, the Marines 
were changed to Army men who 
had been out in the Pacific, When 
I went down to the Caribbean, last 
winter, I met this same story 
everywhere. Instead of being about 
the men in the Pacific, however, 
it was about men in the Carib- 
bean, Now, lo and behold! it turns 
up in my mail again, this time 
about paratroopers in the Euro- 
pean area. In this version, I am 
alleged to have said that “all para- 
troopers are beasts and wil] have 
to be re-educated for living! 


Obviously, of course, 
who thought about this would 
realize that I would hardly want 
my own boys to be quarantined, 
I have my own boys and other 
friends in every branch of the 
services, and they have served in 
nearly every area, though none

The story does me no harm, of 
course. The people who spread 
it are evidently too stupid to real- 
ize that my only concern would 
be that such a story would hurt 
the men themselves. If our boys 
think that here at home the wife 
of the President, or any other 
woman, says or writes such arrant 
nonsense, they must be made ex- 
tremely unhappy by it. 

The men who fight this war de- 
serve our respect and admiration 
and gratitude, and I know of no 
one who does not want them home 
as soon ag it is possible for them 
to get here. 

I came down to New York this 
morning to speak at the luncheon 
given by the women’s division of 
the Federation of Jewish Chari- 
ties, and to try, during this week, 
to do a number of things which 
have accumulated while I have 
been in the country.

LAYERS who always make a 
mad dash to draw trumps will 
do well to study the technique 
of the expert declarer in today’s 
deal. 
North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
Match point duplicate. 


At four tableg of this duplicate 
match, North-South bid and made 
three no trump, earning 600 
points. At five tables South be- 
came the declarer at a contract 
of four hearts. Four of these 
South, rushing to get out the 
trumps, lost two spades, one 
trump, and one diamond (how 
they hoped to do better is a mys- 
tery!), and therefore paid penal- 
ties of 100 points each. Their 
match point score was not robust! 

The fifth declarer in a four 
heart contract earned top score 
in this simple fashion: He took 
West's opening lead of the club 
jack with the ace, cashed the club 
king and ruffed a club, and went 
back to the diamond ace and 
ruffed the last club, Now he 
cashed the diamond and spade 
aces, and exited with his last 
diamond. 

The defenders collected their 
three tricks in diamonds and 
spades, but then they had to lead! 
As it happened it was East who 
took the last trick for his side, 
but that made no difference—de- 
clarer would have been on just 
as solid ground if West had “been 
in the box.” East, reduced to 
trumps, led the four. Declarer 
put in the nine, captured West's 
jack with the ace, and then fi- 
nessed against the queen. The 
normal split of honors—queen in 
one hand, jack in the other—thus 
made it easy for this lone South 
to shut out the opponents’ “sure” 
trump trick, and the 620 points he 
earned outclassed the scores ac- 
quired from no trump contracts.
